Mr  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  heg  to  present  my  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  District  for  the  year  1941. 

A  review  of  the  vital  statistics  for  the  year  shows 
that  the  public  health  has  not  been  seriously  influenced  by  war 
conditions.  The  birth  rate,  although  somewhat  lower  than  that 
for  England  and  Vales,  may  be  regarded  as  normal  for  a  District 
of  this  nature,  and  the  death  rate  and  the  infant  mortality  rate 
are  both  below  those  for  the  country  as  a  whole. 

Civil  defence  and  general  emergency  duties  still  call 
for  a  considerable  portion  of  the  time  of  the  Public  Health  Staff 
but  these  responsibilities  have  not  been  detrimental  to  the 
ordinary  work  of  the  Department.  As  indicated  by  the  table  on 
page  8,  the  normal  standards  of  inspection  and  supervision  have 
been  maintained,  particularly  in  relation  to  the  production  and 
distribution  of  milk. 

A  glance  at  the  figures  on  page  6  will  reveal  that  the 
Council’s  salvage  organisation  has  completed  a  very  successful 
year  and  that  the  quantity  of  material  which  has  been  returned  to 
industry  in  this  way  has  been  a  useful  contribution  to  the 
national  effort. 

The  protection  of  children  against  diphtheria  has  made 
important  progress  and  details  of  the  work  which  has  been  under¬ 
taken  at  the  Council’s  clinics  are  included  in  the  Report. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  Council 
for  their  interest  and  support  and  to  the  Council’s  Officers  for 
their  valued  co-operation  during  the  year.

The  District  is  supplied  by  the  West  Cheshire  ^ater  Board, 
whose  supplies  are  controlled  by  frequent  chemical  and  bacterio¬ 
logical  examinations.  All  samples  analysed  during  the  year  have 
been  reported  as  very  satisfactory. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Parts  of  Heswall ,  Irby,  Pensby  and  Thurstaston  are  sewered  to 
the  North  'Tirral  Outfall;  parts  of  Heswall,  Irby,  Pensby  and  Barnston 
to  the  Fender  Valley  Sewer;  G-ayton  and  parts  of  Heswall  to  the  Dee, 

As  a  result  of  the  rapid  growth  of  the  District,  the  Sewerage 
and  Sewage  Disposal  arrangements  are  inadequate.

Smoke  Abatement.  17  smoke  observations  were  made  during  the 
year,  but  it  was  unnecessary  to  serve  any  notice  either  formal 
or  informal. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools.  There  ’are  no  public  baths.  Some 
enthusiasts  bathe  in  the  River  Dee. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs.  Two  cases  of  infestation  were  reported 
during  the  year.  These  were  dealt  with  effectively  by  the 
application  of  suitable  insecticide. 

Schools.  All  the  schools  have  main  water  supply  and  are  provided 
with  lavatory  basins  and  proper  sanitary  conveniences.  The 
schools  are  visited  systematically  to  ensure. ’that  the  premises 
are  being  maintained  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

Housing .  The  housing  position  in  the  District  is  considered  to 
be  in  general  satisfactory. 

Material  and  labour  shortage  consequent  upon  the  out¬ 
break  of  hostilities  made  proceedings  under  the  Housing  Act  more 
difficult,  but  it  was  possible  to  secure  the . remedying  of  all 
serious  defects.  '  ■ 

Milk  Supply.  Early  morning  visits  have  been  paid  to  all  the 
farms  whilst  milking  was  in  progress,  and  all  sources  of  supply 
were  sampled  at  least  four  times  during  the  year. 

.  ’  V  * 

Although  many  farmers  were  experiencing  shortage  of 
labour  there  was-  a  real  effort  to  -keep  the  cows  clean  and  to 
maintain  the  premises  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  A  new  cowshed 
was  constructed  at  one  farm. 

Meat  and  Other  Moods,  Frequent  inspections  are  made  of  all 
premises  used  for  the  preparation  of  food  for  sale. 

There  is  one  registered  slaughterhouse  in  the  District 
and  this  has  been  closed  as  a  result  ox  the  Ministry  of  i-ood’s 
scheme  for  the  centralisation  of . slaughtering.  There  are  twelve 
purveyors  of  meat,  and  meat  is  also  sold  from  butchers1  vans  from 
neighbouring  areas.

179  cases  of  infectious  disease  other  than  tuberculosis 
were  notified  during  1941.  Details  of  these  are  given  in  the 
table  on  the  following  page,

There  were  no  cases  of  Malaria,  Typhoid  or  Puerperal 
Pyrexia  in  the  Urban  District  during  the  period  under  review. 

The  incidence  of  Diphtheria  was  higher  during  1941 
and  there  was  a  total  of  55  cases  compared  with  12  in  the  preceding 
year.  All  the  patients  were  isolated  and  treated  with  diphtheria 
anti-toxin  but  there  was  nevertheless  one  fatal  case.  Scarlet 
Fever  notifications  showed  a  further  decline  this  year  and  6  cases 
only  of  this  disease  were "reported,  5  of  which  were  treated  in 
hospital. 

Two  cases  of  Dysentery  and  9  cases  of  Paratyphoid  Fever 
were  notified  during  the  year  and.  these  resulted  in  one  death 
from  the  latter  disease.  The  cases  of  Paratyphoid  Fever  were  1 
traced  to  infected  artificial  cream  which  was'  brought  into  this 
District  from  other  Areas. 

16  cases  of  Pneumonia  and  4  cases  of  Erysipelas  also 
occurred  but  none  of  these  presented  any  unusual  features,  and 
.50  cases  of  Measles  and  23  cases  of  'Thooping  Cough  were  reported 

all  of  which  recovered.

13  cases  of  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever  and  1  case  of  Acute 
Anterior  Poliomyelitis  were  notified  during  the  year  resulting 
in.  the  death  of  3  patients  from  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever. 

The  Council’s  scheme  for  free  diphtheria  immunisation 
has  made  satisfactory  progress'  though  the  response  of  parents 
of  children  under  5  years  of  age  has  been  rather  disappointing.- 
Details  of  the  children  who  have  been  treated  at  the  Council?s 
clinics  are  given  below.
